REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

prior art of record alone or in combination teaches a sanitary ware fixture comprising a 
plug hole, and inlet between the first and second open ends of the waste fitting, the 
second position being located between the inlet and second open end an over flow 
system and a wasting fitting wherein the overflow system including an overflow outlet in 
liquid communication with an inlet via an overflow conduit, and wherein, when a plug is 
in a second position, the plug prevents liquid from draining from the sanitary ware fixture 
the overflow system.
